Facts Laid Before Court. 


At the ¢onvening of the Juvenile court yes- 
terday morning Probation Officer Emma 
Quinlan laid the facts as outlined in Tux 
TRIBUNE before Judge Tuthill, and the result 
was that|Chief Probation Officer Henry W, 
Thurston wrote Warden Happel to the effect 
that the court would order ‘the operation if 
twa of the staff physiciang decided that the 
boy's life might be saved by it. 

A half dozen of the coumy physicians then 
examined the boy's arm and the opinion of 
all was that amputation waé necessary. Dr. 
J. B. Colwell and Dr, George C. Amerson 
signed the paper specified by the court. 


Details Kept Secret, 

“'Ther@iis no doubt about it being neces- 
‘sary to 4mputate the arm if the boy’s life is 
‘to be saved,’ said Warden Happel last night. 
"“Tts condition is such that if it is not soon 
cut! off itiwill drop off. All our physicians are 
agreed of this point, but I don't consider it 
wise to tell you when we propose to do the 
work, bebause there is a possibility of the 
father making trouble. 

‘The boy’s father is uneducated and 
doesn't realize the necessity of the operation, 
We are fortunate in having the juvenile court 
to appeal to and give’the authority which 
the father denies. Many’ lives are lost 
through ignorance, and-an institution of this 
teallber onght_to be vested with the right to 
act in the interest of science where ignorant 
persons withhold their consent. In all cases 
of boys under 21 and girls under 18 we must 
get the donsent of the parentgor guardians 
before making amputations.’’ 

, | | Boy Continues to Protest. 

At moon the boy himself still protested 
against amputation amd_reiterated his dec- 
laration that he would rather be dead than 
minus bis right arm because he could see 
nothing ahead of him except the life of a 
“bum or a beggar.” 

“T wouldn't have it off now, after all the 
suffering,’ he said, ‘‘ because I believe the 
doctors are wrong. When I first came here 
the doctors toki me I would be dead the 
next Saturday if the arm was not cut off, 
but I have been here four Saturdayealready, 
and I'am not going to die, either.” | 
The boy’s mother died two years ago and 
since that time he has been keeping house 
for his father, doing the same work as the 
ordinary (housewife. Besides his father the 
only othér relative the boy has is a married 
‘sister in the old country.

Hitchcock Says ‘‘Red Fire’’ Soon 
Will Be Touched: Off ‘in 
Great Bunches. 


Cincinnati, O., Sept. 16—William H. Taft 
will make three campaign tours. His first 
will begin here on Sept. 23 and end on Oct. 7 
at Galesburg, Ill. This trip will take him 
through Wisconsin, Minnesota, North and 
South Dakota, Iowa, Nebraska, Colorado, 
Kansas, and Missouri. 

Brook, Ind., will be the first place to hear 
Mr. Taft. This is the home of George Ade, 
the humbrist, and Mr. Taft will be his guest 
while there.

~has cheered the hearts of millions of repub-
